Histo as demonstrated by geological data and revealed in the growth 
of trees o the past 200 or S00 years, has shown that the prairies for cen- 
turies have been subject to recurrent periods of drought of varying intensity 
and duration and there is no reason to believe that in this respect history 
will not repeat itself in the future.
